Resolve  to  prosper 

The  New  Year  comes  in  this  week  with  a  note  of 
warning  for  retail  pharmacists — and  not  surprisingly 
it  is  "economics"  that  is  calling  the  tune.  In  a  letter 
to  C&D  (p  13),  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
National  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Distributors 
stress  the  inevitability  that  the  credit  squeeze  now 
being  applied  to  wholesalers  will  go  all  the  way  down 
the  line  to  hit  the  retailer.  Despite  the  promise  of  a 
softened  blow,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  squeeze  will 
be  made  to  bite. 

News,  too,  this  week  from  Pfizer  Ltd  that  they  are 
withdrawing  their  discount  parcel  concessions  to 
retail  pharmacists  (plO),  again  due  mainly  to  economic 
pressures.  Other  manufacturers  may  well  have  to 
follow  suit  if  the  same  pressures  force  them  to  look 
more  closely  at  the  cost  of  discount  schemes 
worked  out  in  times  when  a  £40  parcel  was  still  a 
worthwhile  carrot  to  be  dangled  before  the  chemist. 

Times,  and  prices,  have  changed  and  the  discounts 
some  manufacturers  allow  to  be  granted  by  the  whole- 
saler make  the  distributive  process  totally  uneconomic 
— it  is  probably  only  because  of  fierce  inter-wholesaler 
competition  that  they  have  survived  so  long.  Chemists 
need  not  be  sorry:  they  have  constantly  criticised 
discounting  scales  in  the  NHS  and  the  savings  go  to 
the  Department  of  Health  in  the  long  run. 

The  problem  is  one  of  cash  flow,  and  industry  and 
wholesaling  are  likely  to  compare  the  high  interest 
rates  charged  on  their  own  borrowings  with  the  credit 
customers  traditionally  expect  from  them.  Furthermore 
they  are  not  failing  to  take  note  of  the  Contractors 
Committee  success  in  aiding  chemists'  liquidity  by 
securing  100  per  cent  "on  account"  NHS  payments. 
This  is  liquidity  derived  from  "ethicals"  business,  and 
the  "ethicals"  industry  cannot  be  blamed  for  hoping 
to  see  that  money  used  to  finance  its  sector — not 
being  tied  up  by  the  chemist  in  cash-on-the-nail 
bargain  offers  of  OTC  lines. 

The  chemist  cannot  expect  to  be  immune  from  the 
economic  pressures,  and  he  cannot  look  to  his 
suppliers  as  in  the  past.  For  him  the  answer  must  be 
one  of  improved  efficiency,  particularly  in  aspects  such 
as  stock-turn  in  which  the  chemist  independent  so 
often  lags  behind  other  traders.  He  must  make  his 
capital  work  for  profit  in  the  face  of  interest  charges. 

Never  before  has  the  chemist  had  so  many  offers  of 
help  in  improving  business  and  trading  efficiency. 
With  even  the  largest  and  highly  efficient  industries 
and  trading  companies  turning  in  reduced  profits  on 
higher  turnovers,  the  problems  are  there  for  all  to  see. 
But  they  must  be  faced,  they  will  not  go  away. 

An  ideal  attitude  to  the  New  Year  is  given  by  Mr 
David  Bailey,  managing  director  of  Rockware  Glass 
Ltd.,  in  the  house  journal  Glasspack:  "We  reject  the 
idea  of  mere  survival  in  1 975,  in  order  to  prosper  at  an 
unspecified  future  date.  We  reject  the  hallowed  cliches 
which  cover  up  lack  of  positive  thinking— 'holding 
the  line',  'hanging  on'  and  the  like — for  there  is  no 
future  and  no  reward  to  be  found  in  such  an  approach". 

For  the  retail  pharmacist,  too,  prosperity  in  1975  will 
not  be  delivered  on  a  plate.  Only  resolution  will  earn  it.

Pessimistic  forecast 
for  cosmetics  in  1975 

In  spite  of  the  stagnation  of  consumer 
spending  in  1974,  spending  on  cosmetics 
and  toilet  requisites  has  increased  by  12 
per  cent  in  value,  and  31  per  cent  in 
volume,  according  to  Roger  SutclifTe  in 
the  latest  Staniland  Hall  report  (£35  00) 
published  by  Economic  Forecasters  Publi- 
cations Ltd,  91  Grav's  Inn  Road,  Lon- 
don WCIX  8TX. 

Mr  Sutcliffe  attributes  the  rise  in  con- 
sumer spending  to  the  substitution  of 
VAT  at  8  per  cent  for  the  top  rates  of 
purchase  tax  that  used  to  be  imposed 
on  this  sector.  Even  so,  the  volume  of 
growth  has  fallen  from  10  per  cent  per 
year  achieved  in  1972-73. 

Forecasts  for  1975  are  pessimistic.  The 
toiletries  market  is  particularly  sensitive 
to  changes  in  price  —  inevitable  with 
the  increased  cost  of  chemicals  and 
packaging  materials  and  although  the 
value  of  sales  should  rise  by  21  per  cent, 
this  will  represent  a  growth  rate  of  only 
2t  per  cent.

Energy-saving  regulations 
effective  January  13 

The  new  regulations  on  heating  and 
lighting  —  announced  last  month  by  Mr 
Eric  Varley,  Secretary  of  State  for 
Energy — are  due  to  become  available  from 
HM  Stationery  Office  on  January  7  and 
come  into  force  at  midnight,  January  12. 

According  to  a  Press  notice  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Energy,  the  Fuel  and 
Electricity  (Heating)  (Control)  Order 
1974  prohibits  the  use  of  fuel  or 
electricity  to  heat  all  non-domestic 
premises  above  a  temperature  of  20°C, 
except  under  licence.  Hospitals,  nursing 
homes  and  clinics  are  not  exempt,  but  a 
higher  temperature  is  permitted  on  any 
part  of  the  premises  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary for  the  health  and  well-being  of  any 
person    who    is   ill,    disabled,  pregnant. 


under  5  or  over  60  years  of  age. 

The  Electricity  (Advertising  Lighting) 
(Control)  Order  1974  prohibits  the  use  of 
electricity  in  daylight  hours  for  illumina- 
ting advertising  signs  (^and  also  for  self- 
illuminating  signs),  notices,  and  posters  in 
windows  or  on  the  outside  of  premises 
(except  under  licence)  during  the  hours 
of  daylight.  Ihe  Department's  notice 
states  that  general  lighting  of  shop 
window  displays  is  not  affected  and  the 
Order  does  not  apply  to  signs  indicating 
the  location  of  pharmacies  and  other 
premises  specified  in  the  Order. 

ICML  give  merchandising 
priority  pending  new  title 

Independent  Chemists'  Marketing  Ltd 
will  concentrate  on  shop  merchandising 
without  a  group  symbol  until  a  replace- 
ment name  and  symbol  for  "Care"  has 
been  agreed.  The  latest  NPU  Pink  Sup- 
plement assures  pharmacists  who  have 
had  reservations  about  joining  the  scheme 
because  of  the  name  that  the  new  symbol 
will  be  "fully  approved."  Although  nati- 
onal advertising  js  temporarily  suspended, 
it  will  be  increa.sed  in  weight  to  advertise 
the  new  symbol. 

The  supplement  stresses  the  need  for 
a  low-cost-distribution  service,  and  states 
that  ICML  has  generated  over  £13m 
extra  counter  turnover  in  its  first  year. 
NPU  members  who  "believe  in  their 
freedom  to  use  the  word  'chemist'  in 
advertising"  are  asked  to  try  to  influence 
Pharmaceutical  Society  Branch  discus- 
sions in  that  direction. 

December  VAT  returns 

Chemist  contractors  in  receipt  of  a  lump 
sum  NHS  payment  are  reminded  by  the 
Central  NHS  Committee  that  the  amount 
they  receive  should  be  added  to  the 
amount  of  their  normal  NHS  cheques 
which  is  entered  with  the  other  zero- 
rated  outputs  in  box  13  on  Form  100. 

There  is  no  question  of  attempting 
to  apportion  the  amounts  to  earlier 
months  of  1974.  Customs  and  Excise  at 
Southend  have  been  advised  of  the 
position. 

Pharmacist  ordered  to  pay 
some  of  'piir  damages 

An  American  pharmacist  was  ordered  to 
contribute  to  the  damages  awarded  to  a 
woman  who  claimed  she  was  blinded  by 
an  oral  contraceptive. 

Mrs  Michelle  Ahearne  was  awarded 
£436,000  after  a  jury  in  California  found 
Ortho  Pharmaceutical  Corporation  partly 
responsible  for  her  blindness  which,  she 
claimed,  was  a  result  of  blood  clots  in 
the  optic  nerve  after  taking  Orthonovum 
(UK  Ortho-Novin  1/50)  for  two  years. 

A  spokesman  for  Ortho  Pharmaceu- 
tical Ltd  in  the  UK  told  C&D  that  the 
company  intended  to  appeal.  Medical 
evidence  presented  at  the  trial,  in  the 
company's  judgment  proved  that  the 
blindness  was  caused  by  a  streptococcal 
infection  and  had  no  direct  or  indirect 
relationship  to  )ier  use  of  oral  contra- 
ceptives. The  legal  procedure  was  such 
that  she  first  sued  the  pharmacist,  then 
the  distributor  then  the  company.

Your  doctor  or  chemist  has  details 
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'Mercy  dash'  pharmacist 
fined  for  motor  offence 


A  young  East  London  pharmacist  was 
fined  by  magistrates  this  week  £5  with 
£2  costs  for  committing  a  traffic  offence 
while  on  his  way  to  pick  up  an  urgently- 
required  medicine. 

Mr  Laurence  Berg  of  L  D.  Shermans 
Chemists  Ltd  (T.  E.  James)  pharmacy 
in  Plaistow  Road  Stratford,  told  C&D 
that  a  woman  liad  come  into  his  shop 
last  July  for  a  prescription  for  her  elderly 
father.  She  had  been  told  by  the  doctor 
that  her  father  was  very  ill  and  required 
the  drug  —  Burinex  K  —  as  soon  as 
possible,  but  she  nad  tried  four  other 
chemists  without  success. 

Mr  Berg,  who  also  did  not  have  the 
drug,  located  a  supply  at  a  Walthamstow 
pharmacy  and  set  out  to  collect  it.  On 
the  way  his  car  had  a  puncture,  but  he 
pumped  up  the  tyre  rather  than  change 
the  wheel.  As  he  had  only  recently  moved 
to  the  area  he  did  not  know  the  roads, 
and  looking  for  the  road  name  he  missed 
an  "ahead  only"  sign  at  a  set  of  traffic 
lights  and  turned  right.  He  was  stopped 
by  the  police  who  took  ten  minutes  to 
record  the  details  before  he  was  allowed 
to  continue,  although  he  had  explained 
where  he  was  gomg.  Eventually  he  ob 
tained  the  drug,  but  the  patient  died. 

Mr  Berg  added  that  he  would  do  the 
same  again  if  necessary  although  he  had 
had  £300  damage  done  to  his  car  on  a 
previous  similar  errand. 

Customs  and  Excise  report 
on  VAT's  first  year 

The  implications  for  the  Customs  and 
Excise  Department  of  the  United  King- 
dom's first  full  year  as  a  member  of  the 
European  Communities  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  value  added  tax  are  both  re- 
viewed in  the  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise  for  the 


year  ended  March  8.  1974  (Cmnd  5789) 
(HM  Stationery  Office,  £175). 

Total  Customs  and  Excise  receipts  for 
the  year  were  £6,247 -Sni,  an  increase  of 
8-7  per  cent  over  the  previous  year's  net 
receipts.  The  introduction  of  VAT  and 
car  tax  on  April  1,  1973,  to  replace  pur- 
chase tax  and  selective  employment  tax, 
was  a  major  development  in  the  work  of 
the  Department.  Included  in  the  total 
net  receipts  is  £l,470-6m  from  VAT 
which  represents  23  5  per  cent  of  the 
total.  No  "breakdown"  of  that  total  is 
given.  Receipts  of  the  tax  were  less  than 
the  estimated  full  year  yield,  mainly  be- 


cause the  tax  is  payable  in  arrear  and  also 
because  of  the  re'oate,  m  the  first  year,  of 
purchase  tax  and  revenue  duty. 

The  report  mentions  that  the  quantit> 
of  smuggled  drugs  detected  during  the 
year  was  again  higher  than  in  earlier 
years,  and  represented  a  value  "at  streel 
level  prices  of  well  over  £5m".  The  total 
number  of  individual  seizures  in  the  year 
was  1,084.  Of  these  729  were  of  various 
types  of  cannabis,  including  for  the  first 
time  substantial  seizures  of  liquid  canna- 
bis: and  71b  of  cocaine. 


Education  on  feeds  'urgent' 

There  is  an  "urgent  need"  to  improve 
mothers'  knowledge  of  the  importance  of 
preparing  dried  cows"  milk  infant  feeds 
correctly,  according  to  Dr  B.  A.  M. 
Smith,  consultant  paediatrician.  Children's 
Hospital,  Sheffield.  Writing  in  last  week's 
British  Medical  Journal,  Dr  Smith  gives 
results  of  analyses  of  reconstituted  milk 
feeds  and  concludes  that  the  usual 
methods  of  instructing  mothers  in  mater- 
nity units  and  in  tneir  homes  after  dis- 
charge are  insufficient. 


Distributors'  safety  net  raised  in  new  Price  Code 


Distributors  are  allowed  to  raise  their 
safety  net  to  80  per  cent  of  their  profit 
margin  reference  level  under  the  new 
Price  Code  which  was  published  last 
month  (C&D  December  21/28,  1974, 
p  833)  and  came  into  operation  on 
December  20. 

In  May,  when  the  10  per  cent  cut  in 
distributors'  gross  profit  margin  ceiling 
was  imposed,  a  safeguard  was  introduced 
to  prevent  the  cut  from  forcing  distribu- 
tors below  75  per  cent  of  their  net  profit 
margin  reference  level.  (The  reference 
level  is  the  net  profit  margins  achieved 
in  the  best  two  years'  in  the  five  years 
up  to  April  1973).  Following  consultations 
on  the  recent  consultative  document  on 
the  new  Code  (C&D  November  16,  p  687), 
the  safeguard  level  has  been  raised  to 
80  per  cent  of  the  reference  level.  As 
proposed  in  the  consultative  document, 
distributors  are  also  to  be  permitted  to 
increase  their  gross  percentage  margins 
up  to  105  per  cent  if  that  is  necessary 
in  order  to  reach  the  safeguard  margin 
level. 

The  general  safeguard  levels  for  all 
enterprises  have  been  raised  from  an  8

per  cent  return  on  capital  or  a  \\  per 
cent  profit  margin  on  turnover  to  a  10 
per  cent  on  capital  or  2  per  cent  on 
turnover,  whichever  is  more  favourable 
to  the  enterprise.  Most  of  the  other 
changes  in  the  Code  are  also  broadly  in 
line  with  the  consultative  document's 
proposals.  However,  extensions  of  the 
proposals  found  in  the  new  Code 
include :  — 

The  scope  of  investment  relief  has 
been  extended  to  include,  as  well  as 
plant,  machinery  and  industrial  relief, 
capital  expenditure  on  the  construction 
of  warehouses  and  to  payments  under 
certain  hire  purchase,  credit  sale,  con- 
ditional sale  and  leasing  agreements  on 
plant  and  machinery. 

The  limit  on  any  individual  price  in- 
crease set  against  investment  is  raised 
from  three  times  to  four  times  the 
average  permitted  Increase  for  the  enter- 
prise as  a  whole,  and  firms  can  select  any 
12  month  period  as  their  investment 
year  from  December  1  1974  onwards. 
However  56  days'  notice  will  be  required 
from  category  I  and  II  companies  before 
prices  or  profit  margins  can  be  adjusted 
and  adjustments  can  remain  in  force 
until  March  31,  1976. 

The  new  profit  safeguard  level  for 
manufacturing  and  service  enterprises  has 
been  changed  from  the  one-third  erosion 
proposed  in  the  consultative  document  to 
three-tenths. 

The  deadline  for  category  ITI  com- 
panies to  identify  themselves  to  the  Price 
Commission  has  been  extended  from 
February  1  to  March  1,  1975. 

New  orders  have  also  been  published 
relating  to  notification  and  information 
requirements  under  the  new  Code.  The 
Orders,  which  came  into  operation 
December  20,  are:  The  Counter-Inflation 
(Notification  of  Increases  in  Prices  and 
Charges)  (No  2)  Order  1974  and  the 
Counter-Inflation  (Prices  and  Charges) 
(Information)  Order  1974  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  SI  Nos  1974/2114  and  2115  re- 
spectively).

Topical  reflections

At  random 

It  is  not  unusual,  at  this  time  of  year,  to  look  back  across  the  years  and  to 
reflect  on  changes  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  which  have  crept  in  almost 
unnoticed.  That  must  be  so,  for  if  it  had  all  happened  overnight  the  effect 
would  have  been  so  dramatic  as  to  leave  the  pharmacist  virtually  sand- 
bagged. I  recall  very  vividly  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  chemist  of 
my  early  days,  and  he  was  no  mere  distributor  of  capsules,  tablets  and 
liquids  made  elsewhere.  Nor,  had  he  but  known  the  expression,  would  he 
have  descended  to  the  level  of  the  Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  and  described  himself  or  his  products  as  being  in  the  "top  ten". 
"I  hat  expression  of  the  world  of  pop  appears  in  a  pamphlet  recently 
published  by  the  ABPI  and  it  may  be  thought  to  be  lacking  in  the  dignity 
which  should  be  associated  with  health  and  the  Health  Service  —  and,  for 
that  matter,  with  "ethical"  preparations. 

My  manufacturer  of  infusions  and  galenicals  generally  was  no  "whizz- 
kid",  nor  was  he  brought  up  in  a  world  of  dynamic  salesmanship  or  thrust. 
But  he  did  know  the  quality  of  galenicals,  and  he  was  a  connoisseur  of 
essential  oils.  A  visit  to  the  "wholesale",  as  it  was  affectionately'called, 
was  an  experience,  especially  if  one  had,  on  one's  first  visit,  the 
unforgettable  experience  of  being  taken  into  a  small  room  where  colocynth 
pulp  was  being  ground  and  discovering  why  it  was  called  bitter  apple. 

What  seems  incredible  to  us  today  is  the  fact  that  most  fairly  large  cities 
had  three  or  more  such  places,  all  macerating,  percolating,  and  filtering  so 
that  everything  was  sent  out  in  sparkling  condition,  with  no  dust  on  the 
container.  Above  all,  there  was  the  little  lady  who  hoisted  herself  on  to  a 
high  stool  and  opened  the  ledger  at  9am  and  copied  all  the  statements 
"in  a  big  round  hand"  and  was  never  known  to  make  a  mistake.  I  have 
paid  tribute  to  her  before,  and  think  of  her  with  affection  and  gratitude. 
One  can't  really  work  up  affection  for  a  computer.  All  it  can  do  is  throw 
sweet  nothings  to  all  and  sundry,  but  one  knows  that  it  means  zero. 


Mr  Brus  addressed  the  party  at  the  Asso- 
ciation's headquarters  in  Brussels  on  the 
first  day  and  conducted  them  over  the 
laboratories  (C&D,  October  27,  1973, 
p592). 

Mr  J.  G.  Coleman,  registrar.  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  writes:  What 
can  one  say  about  Boris  Brus  Hiat  has 
not  been  said  at  some  stage  during  his 
long  and  distinguished  career.  He  was 
a  European  pharmacist  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  term  and  he  strove  mightily  to 
advance  the  European  ideal.  I  recollect 
with  admiration  his  contributions  to  Irish 
pharmacy  when  the  FIP  Commission  for 
the  general  practice  of  pharmacy  met  in 
Dublin  in  1963  md  again  at  the  Irish 
Pharmacy  Congress  in  Tralee  in  1972. 
A  wider  circle  of  pharmacists  still  re- 
member his  incisive  speech  at  a  recent 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in 
London  when  he  manifested  his  ability 
to  identify  and  present  the  essential  issue 
under  discussion.  This  valuable  ability 
was  an  asset  at  meetings  of  the  EEC 
pharmaceutical  group  and  his  linguistic 
qualifications  enabled  him  to  communi- 
cate directly  \vith  delegates  of  many 
nationalities.  His  death  is  a  great  loss 
to  pharmacy  and  a  great  blow  to  his

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Credit  curb:  wholesalers 
trying  to  'soften  the  blow' 

Recent  leading  articles  and  correspon- 
dence in  the  trade  Press  have  commented 
on  the  liquidity  problems  and  high  in- 
terest rates,  which  are  causing  tighter 
credit  restrictions  to  be  imposed  by  manu- 
facturers on  wholesalers.  The  liquidity 
problems  are  caused  by  inflation,  and  are 
not  specific  to  those  of  us  concerned  in 
pharmaceutical  manufacturing  or  distribu- 
tion. However,  it  must  be  realised  that  a 
sudden  and  severe  "curb  on  credit"  will 
pose  serious  difficulties  to  anyone  con- 
cerned in  the  distribution  of  pharmaceu- 
tical products  at  either  wholesale  or 
retail  level. 

Due  to  the  current  serious  credit 
situation  and  a  world-wide  shortaee  of 
raw  materials,  manufacturers  have  to  pay 
accounts  promptly,  and  sometimes  even  in 
advance,  to  ensure  the  flow  of  supplies 
necessary  to  their  business.  With  five  to 
six  months  elapsing  before  their  raw 
materials  can  be  turned  into  finished 
products  they  cannot  be  blamed  for  look- 
ing to  their  debtors  to  relieve  a  shortage 
of  cash.  This  cash  problem  is  rapidly 
moving  down  the  line  to  its  ultimate 
point,  the  chemist. 

In  the  UK,  retailers  have  often  been 


In  some  ways,  we  can  take  consolation 
in  that  the  mass  media  consider  indepen- 
dent chemists  un-newsworthy.  If  a  number 
of  the  statements  made  by  the  Statutory 
Committee  were  given  wide  publicity,  it 
would  serve  as  another  crushing  blow  to 
the  viability  of  retail  pharmacists  and, 
particularly,  the  independents. 

Of  course,  they  have  the  right  to  make 
decisions  regarding  advertising  and  the 
Care  chemist  symbol.  As  a  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  I  accept  that 
iheir  opinions  in  such  respects  become 
my  law  —  even  though  I  considered 
Care's  January  advertisement  as  "pure 
commercial"  and  did  not  act  as  an  in- 
direct advertisement  for  professional 
services.  But,  when  they  state:  "When 
he  is  selling  uncontrolled  goods  in  his 
shop  he  is  a  mere  trader"  and  "He  hardly 
needs  knowledge  and  experience  to  en- 
able him  to  sell  toiletries  and  such  like" 
-  it  convinces  me  that  those  involved  in 
making  such  statements  are  totally  out  of 
touch  with  today's  commercial  require- 
ments, and  that  a  large  number  of  in- 
dependent chemist  shops  are  closing 
down  —  or  running  down  —  due  to  the 
lack  of  knowledge  and  experience  in 
selling  toiletries  and  such  like.  The  fact 
that  retailing  is  a  highly  competitive 
"service"  industry  is  ignored.  Since  when 
does  the  pharmacy  profession  have  the 
sole  monopoly  on  "juch  words? 

If    the    shopping    public    were  made 


able  to  enjoy  terms  which  are  not  nor- 
mally available  to  retail  pharmacists  in 
other  countries  and,  indeed,  are  not 
usually  available  to  other  types  of  re- 
tailers within  the  UK.  This  has  been 
made  possible  by  a  certain  degree  of 
latitude  from  published  terms  of  credit 
allowed  by  the  manufacturers  to  the 
wholesalers.  Now  that  this  facility  is 
being  reduced  or  withdrawn  the  retailer 
w  ill  now  also  be  required  to  pay  for  his 
supplies  within  the  wholesalers'  published 
terms  of  trade. 

The  advance  payment  by  the  NHS 
should  enable  many  pharmacists  to  settle 
wholesale  accounts  within  the  required 
period  but  it  is  appreciated  that  others 
may  have  structured  their  finance  to  take 
account  of  the  more  generous  credit 
which  has  been  available  in  the  recent 
past.  Wholesalers  are  reluctant  to  rigidly 
follow  the  chain  reaction  on  credit  as 
they  do  not  wish  to  further  reduce  the 
number  of  retail  pharmacies.  .Accord- 
ingly, they  are  endeavouring  to  explain 
the  consequences  of  this  "curb  on  credit" 
to  all  concerned,  and  are  hoping  to 
soften  or  at  least  delav  the  blow  that  is 
being  delivered. 

This  is  a  serious  situation  which  can 
be  resolved  only  by  co-operation  from  all 
sides  of  the  industry  and  failure  to  meet 
it  puts  at  risk  the  service  provided  by 
the  wholesaler  to  his  customers  and  by 
the  retailer  to  the  general  public.

Distamine  strengths 

The  prescribing  of  Distamine  (D-penicilla- 
mine)  has  unfortunately  been  complicated 
slightly  by  our  efforts  to  simplify  it.  For 
many  years  Dista  penicillamine  was 
available  only  as  a  capsule  containing 
150mg  of  the  hydrochloride.  The  250mg 
tablet  of  penicillamine  free  base  was 
later  introduced  and  many  prescribers  got 
into  the  habit  of  prescribing  capsules  or 
tablets  without  giving  the  strength  re- 
quired. 

With  the  intention  of  abandoning  the 
hydrochloride  at  some  time,  we  have 
introduced  the  equivalent  tablet  contain- 
ing 125mg  of  base. 

What  is  now  happening  is  that  pre- 
scriptions made  out  for  "Tab  Distamine" 
or  "Tab  penicillamine"  are  resulting, 
quite  properly,  in  the  dispensing  of  the 
I25mg  tablet  although  the  250mg  tablet 
had  been  intended.  I  am  sorry  that  this 
situation  has  arisen  and  hope  that  phar- 
macists will  encourage  prescribers  to 
give  the  strength  of  tablet  they  wish  to 
see  dispensed. 

A  further  point  that  pharmacists  may 
care  to  remind  prescribers  of  (and 
especially  new  ones)  is  that  this  drug  is 
capable  of  causing  marrow  depression.  It 
should  only  be  prescribed  for  rheumatoid

arthritis  if  platelets  and  neutrophils  are 
counted  monthly  throughout  treatment. 
Timely  withdrawal  of  penicillamine  in- 
variably permits  recovery  from  marrow 
depression  so  that  death  from  this  cause 
should  never  occur. 

There  is  no  doubt  tl^at  some  of  those 
who  are  now  beginning  to  use  penicilla- 
mine for  rheumatoid  arthritis  are  not 
aware  of  this  hazard  and  they  will  have 
reason  to  be  grateful  to  any  pharmacist 
who  makes  the  position  clear.

It's  been  a  long,  damp  Autumn,  but  all 
my  farmer  friends  tell  me  that  a  change 
is  on  its  way  with  a  cold,  snowing 
Spring.  The  country  signs — the  red  holly 
berries,  the  birds'  nests,  etc — seem  to 
support  their  view. 

I  only  wish  we  could  see  a  change  on 
its  way  in  pharmacy.  My  reading  of  the 
pharmaceutical  Press  over  the  pre- 
Christmas  period  has  been  depressing  in 
the  extreme  and  even  at  the  season  of 
goodwill  one's  sense  of  charity  is 
stretched.  In  your  issue  of  December 
21/28  I  notice  that  the  number  of  dispen- 
sing doctors  has  continued  to  rise  (37 
more  than  last  year)  and  then  I  read  that 
the  number  of  pharmacies  continues  to 
fall.  So  what  dynamic  action  do  we  get 
from  Bloomsbury  Square?  A  massive  "tell 
the  public"  campaign?  A  suggestion  that 
it  is  "unethical"  to  deal  with  wholesalers 
who  supply  doctors  (even  if  some  doctors 
call  it  "mercenary")?  I  can  hardly  believe 
that  the  only  reference  I  can  find  is  the 
decision  of  the  Society's  Council  that  it 
favours  pharmacists  being  employed  by 
dispensing  doctors. 

Principle  eroded 

How  can  our  Society,  which  is  supposed 
to  protect  our  interest,  agree  to  a  phar- 
macist working  for  a  dispensing  doctor? 
Surely  the  pharmacist  is  the  man  to  be 
responsible  for  his  own  dispensary?  It  is 
he  that  must  be  the  contractor.  I  find  it 
extremely  offensive  to  our  profession  that 
doctors  are  allowed  to  "dispense"  at  all.  I 
cannot  believe  thai  we  should  help  them 
to  do  it  (and  I  don't  mind  betting  that  70 
per  cent  of  the  pharmacist's  salary  would 
be  paid  for  by  the  FPC  as  ancillary  help). 
There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  pay  lip 
service  to  the  principle  that  pharmacists 
dispense  and  doctors  diagnose,  but  not 
much  enthusiasm  to  carry  principle  into 
practice.  There  also  seems  a  feeling  that 
there  will  always  be  a  need  for  doctors  to 


Compensation  'madness' 

Half  a  million  pounds  to  a  lady  in 
California  from  a  drug  manufacturer 
whose  oral  contraceotive  was  deemed  to 
have  contributed  to  her  total  blindness. 
Where  will  this  compensation  jnadness 
end?  Can  anyone  enlighten  the  world's 
judiciary  with  .some  simple  facts,  such  as 
suggested  below. 

To  produce  a  drug  which  has  no  side 
effects  is  to  produce  one  that  has  no 
effect  whatsoever.  If  this  magnitude  of 
compensation  is  to  become  generally 
recognised  as  the  "norm",  clearly  two 
undesirable  counteractions  will  occur. 
First,  many  useful  dmgs  will  be  with- 
drawn or  never  appear  on  the  market  for 
fear  of  the  high  financial  risk  involved 
should  just  one  case  be  brought  to  court. 
Second,  the  price  of  drugs  will  soar  to 


dispense  for  some  patients,  but  I  cannot 
accept  this — they  don't  seem  to  find  it 
necessary  in  Scotland's  remote  areas.  It 
should  be  pharmacy's  problem  to  ensure 
a  service  in  these  difficult  areas. 

The  other  unwelcome  Christmas  present 
I  received  was  the  instruction  to  remove 
my  "Care"  chemist  signs  as  a  result  of  a 
Statutory  Committee  decision.  Like  Mr 
Graham  Walker  in  your  December  21/28 
issue,  I  too  am  bitterly  disappointed  with 
the  Society's  unhelpful  attitude,  and  your 
editorial  comment  that  it  was  not  a 
Society  but  a  Committee  decision  does 
little  to  console  me.  Are  we  really  to 
assume  that  any  pharmacist — ^who  appar- 
ently doesn't  even  have  to  be  present  at 
the  hearing — can  bring  the  full  procedure 
of  the  Statutory  Committee  to  bear  when- 
ever he  wants  on  whoever  he  wants? 

If  so,  why  have  we  not  heard  that 
Co-op  pharmacies  are  "vulgar"  in  adverti- 
sing a  holiday  competition,  or  that  the 
phrases  like  "available  at  Boots  and  all 
good  chemists"  casts  aspersions  on  the 
professional  care  of  other  chemists?  The 
whole  issue  of  using  the  word  "chemist" 
seems  to  have  been  neatly  side-stepped. 
No  encouragement  from  the  Society  for 
us  to  tell  the  public  who  we  are  or  what 
we  do,  only  a  suggestion  that  we  try 
something  and  see  if  we  get  caught.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  Society  is 
conducting  a  referendum  on  the  issue  of 
the  use  of  the  word  "chemist"  in  adverti- 
sing. But  the  referendum  seems  doomed 
from  the  start,  because  it  is  addressed  to 
the  whole  membership.  That  means  about 
half  the  pharmacists  being  asked  to  vote 
do  not  fully  understand  the  implications 
of  what  they  are  voting  for — I  could  no 
more  advise  a  hospital  pharmacist  on  how 
to  deal  with  orders  from  the  wards  than  1 
would  expect  him  to  tell  me  how  to 
advertise  my  non-pharmaceutical  activi- 
ties. I  feel  strongly  that  pharmacists  must 
be  allowed  to  advertise,  and  most  mem- 


astronomical  levels  to  ensure  adequate 
financial  cover  for  the  producers. 

The  problems  arising  from  drug  side 
effects  are  in  large  part  due  to  patient 
variation,  rather  than  unwise  administra- 
tion, and  this  is  a  factor  which  can  never 
be  totally  taken  into  account. 

It  must  surely  be  accepted  that  any 
drug  carries  a  hazard  for  someone  some- 
where, as  does  any  food  product.  Need  I 
mention  the  devastation  caused  by 
cigarettes  and  tobacco,  and  yet  I  have 
not  heard  of  any  successful  action  against 
these  commodities. 

So,  can  the  legal  lads  get  their  eyes 
and  ears  out  from  under  their  pretty 
little  wigs  and  find  out  what  makes  the 
world  tick  and  get  things  into  perspec- 
tive? (See  p5  —  Editor.)

Pre-tax  profit  of  Sangers  Ltd  in  the 
first  half  of  their  year  ended  August  31, 
1974,  fell  from  £788,000  to  £449,000  al- 
though turnover  rose  from  £23-29  m  to 
£27-1  m. 

The  directors  say  that  the  lower  profit 
reflects  the  limitations  on  margins,  not 
so  much  the  company's  as  those  of  its 
suppliers,  high  interest  rates,  and  the 
increases  in  costs.  "This  is  a  stafl"  and 
transport  intensive  industry  and  in  view 
of  delays  in  pricing  increases  imposed 
profits  can  never  keep  pace.  This  ex- 
plains more  than  any  other  factor  the 
decrease  in  net  profit,"  the  directors  add. 
Exceptional    items    comprise  £35,000 

compensation  to  former  directors  of 
Evans  Gadd  &  Co..  and  £33,000  pension 

charges  in  respect  of  prior  years. 

Lower  veterinary  sales 
cause  Willows  Francis  loss 

Addressing  shareholders  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  Willows  Francis  Ltd,  Mr  A.  J. 
Cornforth,  chairman,  said  the  results  for 
the  year  ended  October  31,  1974,  were 
not  satisfactory.  As  reported  previously 
{C&D,  November  23,  p745)  the  final  divi- 
dend was  passed. 

Mr  Cornforth  explained  that  the  loss 
incurred  reflected  rising  costs  in  all  sec- 
tors of  the  business  which  accelerated  at 
an  alarming  rate  from  about  May.  It  had 
not  been  possible  to  pass  on  all  the  cost 
increases  to  customers  and  whilst  volume 
sold  had  held  up  reasonably  well  in  the 
dental  and  medical  and  chemist  divisions, 
it  had  fallen  somewhat  in  the  veterinary 
division.  That  fall,  he  explained,  was  due 
to  the  uncertain  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  UK  and  Ireland  large  farm  animal 
market. 

Modernisation  of  the  company's  Epsom 
premises  was  expected  to  start  next 
month,  and  whilst  every  effort  would  be 
made  to  see  that  the  work  was  carried 
out  smoothly,  some  disruption  to  produc- 
tion was  bound  to  occur. 

Research  centre  for  Syntex 
at  Heriot-Watt  University— 

Syntex  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  are  to  estab- 
lish a  major  research  centre  on  the 
research  park  of  Heriot-Watt  University, 
Scotland. 

The  University  has  announced  that  it 
has  entered  into  an  agreement  to  lease  6 
acres  of  land  on  the  research  park  adjoin- 
ing its  new  campus  at  Riccarton,  Midlo- 
thian, on  the  western  outskirts  of  Edin- 
burgh to  Syntex,  whose  parent  corpora- 
tion already  have  a  number  of  research 
complexes,  the  principal  one  being  on  the 


research  park  of  Stanford  University  in 
California,  USA. 

The  managing  director  of  the  new 
Syntex  research  centre  is  Dr  G.  A. 
Christie,  who  joined  Syntex  Pharmaceu- 
ticals as  medical  director  in  1967. 

The  first  phase,  costing  £lm,  will  start 
work  in  1976. 

Mr  A.  C.  Gardiner,  director  of  the 
university  industry  liaison  division  of 
Heriot-Watt,  said:  "Syntex,  whose  research 
interests  parallel  the  academic  interests  of 
Heriot-Watt  University's  department  of 
pharmacy,  chemistry  and  biological 
sciences,  will  be  particularly  welcome  as 
an  employer  of  graduates  and  highly 
qualified  technical  staff." 

AKZO  and  Philips  call  off 
drug  merger 

The  plan  of  AKZO,  and  Philips  to 
combine  their  pharmaceutical  divisions, 
{C&D,  June  22,  p  803)  has  been  called 
off.  Had  it  come  about  the  new  company 
would  have  been  a  combination  of  .AKZO 
Pharma  and  Philips  Duphar  with  75  per 
cent  owned  by  AKZO. 

Turnover  was  expected  to  be  in  excess 
of  £600m  with  12,000  employees.  The 
reason  given  for  the  change  of  plan  is 
that  the  boards  disagree  about  the  likeli- 
hood of  achieving  a  properly-integrated 
operation.  AKZO  said  the  boards  intend 
to  investigate  whether  it  is  possible  to 
achieve  another  form  of  cooperation. 

A  &  W's  plans  for  Marchon 

Albright  &  Wilson  are  to  spend  f2-7m 
to  increase  production  capacity  for 
sodium  ripolyphosphate  (STPP)  by 
their  Marchon  division  at  Whitehaven, 
Cumbria.  A  new  production  unit  is 
to  be  built  there  which  will  include 
neutralisation,  spray-drying,  calcining, 
cooling  and  grinding  plants.  It  will  in- 
crease STPP  capacity  at  Whitehaven  by 
85,000  metric  tons  per  year — an  increase 
of  some  50  per  cent.  Completion  is 
planned  for  mid- 1976.  A  &  W  has  author- 
ised capital  expenditure  projects  within 
Marchon  division  of  more  than  £12.5m 
in  the  last  year. 

□  Tenneco  Inc,  Houston,  USA,  has 
decided  to  convert  £16-9m  of  the  £17-5m 
loan  stock  it  holds  in  bringing  Tenneco's 
equity  holding  in  A  &  W  to  49-7  per  cent. 

Beecham  employees  ballot 

Beecham  Pharmaceuticals  employees  have 
voted  in  favour  of  recognition  for  the 
Association  of  Scientific,  Technical  and 
Managerial  Staffs.  Out  of  600  votes  cast, 
389  were  in  favour  of  ASTMS.  Beecham 
have  stated  that  they  would  recognise 
and  bargain  with  ASTMS  when  the  union 
could  show  that  a  majority  of  employees 
within  particular  technical  grades  wanted 
their  conditions  collectively  negotiated.

PARAFFINS  DEARER 

London,  December  31,  1974:  Higiier 
prices  for  liquid  and  soft  paraffins  are 
expected  to  be  put  into  operation  by 
the  suppliers  from  the  beginning  of  the 
new  year.  The  move  is  a  logical  sequel 
to  the  Government's  agreement  two 
weel<s  ago  to  all-round  increases  in 
petroleum  products.  The  increases  are 
to  be  substantial  —  of  the  order  of  25 
per  cent;  fuller  details  should  be  avail- 
able next  week.  Meanwhile  heavy 
liquid  paraffin  BP  wil!  be  raised  by 
£0-28  per  gal. 

Because  of  a  sharp  rise  in  the  cost 
of  raw  materials  the  makers  of  phenyle- 
phrine hydrochloride  say  they  have  had 
to  substantially  raise  their  rates  for  the 
chemical.  It  is  now  around  £60-£65  per 
kg  for  100-kg  lots.  Paracetamol  con- 
tinues very  short.  Contract  rates  are  un- 
altered but  because  of  the  world-wide 
shortage  any  spot  material  will  com- 
mand a  high  premium.  Salicylic  acid  has 
moved  up  by  about  £0-10  kg. 

Since  the  last  market  report  was  pub- 
lished there  has  been  little  business  in 
crude  drugs.  Peru  balsam  at  £8-70  kg 


was  down  £0-10  and  benzoin  at  £65-£70 
cwt  was  down  £1-00.  Peruvian  silver- 
grey  cochineal  was  £1500  kg  on  spot; 
Tenerife  grades  were  nominal.  Quillaia 
at  £1,400  ton  was  up  £50  while  Mexican 
jalap  at  £1-80  kg  was  down  from  £2-1 0. 

Brazilian  peppermint  oil  was  slightly 
firmer  at  £5-90  kg  (up  £0-40).  Menthol 
from  the  same  source  also  displayed 
a  firmer  tendency.
